MANHATTAN HANDICAP — After  knock- 
ing off two odds-on favorites in stakes at Sara- 
toga, *Rico Monte tackled favored Stymie in the 
14%. mile Manhattan Handicap at Belmont. He 
beat him again. “Rico Monte’s winning string 
was extended to three—he had beaten Stymie 
(twice), Gallorette, *Talon, Elpis, and others in 
his three wins. 


*“Rico Monte had followed the pace in his first 
two wins but this time his tactics were changed 
—he went to the front in the 142 mile race. At 
the quarter-pole Stymie had started his run, was 
in second place. *Rico Monte held him off in the 
stretch, winning by a length and a half. 

As the result of this race, *Rico Monte’s 
prowess was raised in the eyes of the handicap- 
per. His next start, the New York Handicap, 
found a 10 pound shift in the weights. Instead 
of getting nine pounds from Stymie as he did in 
the Manhattan, “Rico Monte would give one pound 
in the New York Handicap. 


*Rico Monte was now the one marked to be 
beaten. He was riding high after three straight 
wins. The New York Handicap, his next start, 
was to be his last, was to bring his earnings to

He won in :58 3/5 (new 
track record at Washington Park), 1:09 4/5, 1:35, was beaten a nose 
in 1:35 1/5, and was second when a new American record was set 
for 1 3/16 miles in 1:55 1/5. 


Mighty Story won the Francis S$. Peabody Memorial Handicap, 
Lincoln Handicap, Discovery Handicap (beating Assault and Mahout), 
Meadowland Handicap.

Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons. grand old man 
of racing: George Odom for many years 
one of the country’s outstanding trainers; 
and Sam Nuckols. who gained Turf fame 
hy breaking up a jockey ring in Kentucky 
about two decades back. again will have 
the conduct of Tropical Park racing under 
their supervision during the 40-day period 
of competition which opens December 1. 
\ssisting the trio in the stewards’ stand 
will be Hollis Rinehart. Jr.. representative 
of the Florida State Racing Commission. 

There is no better known nor no more 
beloved man on the Turf today than 
“Sunny Jim” of the Fitzsimmons clan. a 
yeleran who worked himself up from a 
humble beginning as a stable hand to 
reach the peak as trainer of a whole arm- 
ful of high class stakes winners. all horses 
he developed himself. 

Gallant Fox and Omaha gave him a pair 
of Triple Crown triumphs, the pair swing- 
ing successfully through the Kentucky 
Derby. Preakness. and Belmont. He sad- 
dled Johnstown for his victory in’ the 
Derby and Belmont Stakes. also winning 
the last-named event with Granville. 

Probably the gamest horse Mr. Fitz ever 
tightened the girths on was Dark Secret. 
which concluded a brilliant career with 
ascore in the Jockey Club Gold Cup at 
Belmont Park. where he broke a leg bone 
about 50 yards from the finish but con- 
tinued courageously to victory in his fatal 
farewell. 

To the stewards’ stand the veteran 
brings much knowledge and understand- 
ing. qualities which always have stood him 
well, 

George Odom. one-time star jockey. is 
best remembered by present day Turf- 
goers as a trainer of Busher. one of the 
top mares of recent years. if not the best. 
During an all-too-brief span of activity. 
the daughter of War Admiral ran up a 
purse total of $334.035. 

Another notable stakes winner for Odom 

was Peanuts. a mighty performer for his 
inches and capable of holding his own 
with the best on the metropolitan circuit. 
Purchase was another outstanding horse. 
though lesser known. which went wrong 
shortly after being sold to the Rancocas 
Stable at a faney figure. 
_ Like Fitzsimmons. Odom knows racing 
irom top to bottom and. like that oldster, 
he was introduced to the stewards’ stand 
ight here at Tropical Park. Both hold 
the complete confidence of horsemen. 

Sam Nuckols has officiated at race 
courses from coast to coast over a long 
period of years and is recognized gener- 
ally as one of the country’s top stewards. 
He rounds out a trio which functioned per- 
feetly last season, the first time Odom 
served in the stand.

New England Buries Its Feud; 


Pennsylvania’s Insular Status 


New York. 

The date war in New England this year 
aroused only a flicker of interest in’ this 
corner, like a fight between a couple of 
Richard Harding Davis countries. and even 
vet there is no slightest intention of try- 
ing to pick apart the merits of the case 
to determine who was right and who was 
wrong. Call it an alley fight and let it go. 

But the sequel is cheering, since news 
comes now that the New England tracks 
have agreed like the three musketeers 
(there were four of them, too, you remem- 
ber) on their 1949 schedules, and that 
there will be 69 fewer racing days. There 
will remain, however, 238. divided more or 
less equally among Suffolk. Narragansett. 
Rockingham. and Lincoln Downs. That's 
a pretty long season, beginning in late 
March and ending on November 19, but 
the point is that it has been proved again, 
publicly, that it is possible to have too 
much racing in a section, and that you can 
go too far. 

It is customary to blame over-racing on 
the greed of race tracks, but horsemen are 
about equally guilty. There will be a 
good many who see, in the elimination of 
69 racing days. only 552 fewer purses fer 
which they may no longer contend. And 
of course there is always state pressure for 
additional taxes. so it looks as if no one 
is entirely clean-handed. 

Only two states, as far as [ can deter- 
mine. have escaped the trend to overrace. 
Delaware has a sharply limited 30-day 
season, and Maryland is restricted to 100 
days of major racing and 50 at the little 
tracks. There is no question that either 
state could, now. support a few more days. 
but authorities in both states have dis- 
played a rather unhuman tendency to let 
well enough alone and to hold to a sea- 
son which has been proved safe. 

Kentucky might be added to these two. 
exeept that the temptation is considerably 
less. Without any legal limitation, Keene- 
land and Churchill Downs have voluntar- 
ily restricted themselves to short meetings. 
But you may recall that Lexington once 
went raceless for a couple of years because 
of various entries in red ink on the Ken- 
tucky Association’s books. and during the 
thirties Churchill Downs abandoned its 
fall meeting because of lack of support. 

he present restraint may be interpreted 
as meaning that a spanked child dreads 
the hairbrush. 
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New York in 1948 expanded its schedule 
to the full legal limit, and now begins too 
early in April and runs too late into No- 
vember. In Florida there’s a 120-day 
limit, as far as the Miami area is con- 
cerned but this isn’t virtue—it’s a some- 
what optimistic view of the length of the 
Florida tourist season. Something of the 
sort is true in New Jersey. where two 
tracks are largely dependent on vacation 
season. Louisiana originally set a 75-day 
limit by law, but this has been gradually 
stretched until the current meeting has 90 
days. 


That’s the tendency everywhere, and in 
view of it, it’s nice to see somebody get 
his fingers burned and draw back a little. 
But New England’s not enough. 


ISLAND. Pennsylvania, to continue a 
branch of the same subject, is now an 
island of virtue, completely surrounded by 
racing. It is bounded, as we used to say 
in geography. by New York. Ohio. West 


Virginia, Maryland, Delaware, and New 
Jersey, and it is no doubt irritating te 
Pennsylvania legislators to see their sheep 
streaming over the borders. carrying with 
them bundles of currency which will pres- 
ently be converted into tax dollars in the 
surrounding states. So there is an annual 
attempt to legalize racing in Pennsylvania. 
and one hears that it will bud again in the 
coming meeting of the legislature there. 

Obviously, Pennsylvania has as much 
right to racing as any of the surrounding 
states, but equally obviously it was too late 
waking up. A track in the Philadelphia 
area, which is the prime object in mind. 
would be in competition with the Mary- 
land-Delaware-New Jersey circuit. both for 
horses and patrons, and one can’t imagine 
it would do very well. Had Pennsylvania 
beaten New Jersey to the punch it would 
have been different. Now. with construe- 
tion costs going up, and pari-mutuel han- 
dles coming down, it would be hard to 
find anyone to finance a major race track 
in the face of an already established cir- 
cuit. It looks as if the virtue will have to 
be continued. 


LOST. During the racing season was 
no time to mention it, but what became of 
the Exercise Boys and Grooms Association 
which was so vociferant about this time 
last year? The question of whether the

Earnings Index of French Sires: 


Djebel Tops English-French List 


One of the more difficult puzzles for 
the American owner, and more especially 
the American breeder, is the interpreta- 
tion of French racing results and statis- 
tics. There are too many questions to be 
answered before one knows the meaning 
of the details. How much is a frane worth, 
and what of it? What is the difference 
between the Prix de Malleret and the Prix 
de Souffle? If the get of a sire win five 
million franes, is that good or bad? The 
answers are not always easy. 

As a matter of fact, the annual statis- 
tics on the performances of the get of 
French sires are among the most confus- 
ing in the world. In addition to the usual 
inadequacies of such statistics, they are 
fogged by three special complications. 
(1) They include the earnings of French- 
trained horses in England, Italy, Belgium, 
and other countries. (2) They account 
for horses of doubtful parentage by clas- 
sifying them separately, with the probable 
sire given first, the reverse of the Amer- 
ican practice, and of the practice in the 
French Stud Book. (3) Many horses with 
mixed Arab and Thoroughbred blood are 
raced, 

For the purposes of the average-of-the- 
breed studies which have been made in 


this column recently. there is still another 
complication in the fact that the available 
statistics show neither the total number 
of starters in a given year nor the total 
amount of money distributed. In order 
to obtain these essential figures it was 
necessary to count the number of starters, 
as listed in the index, and to make an ad- 
dition of the amount of money distributed 
in tlat racing. The money total was ob- 
tained by adding the amount credited to 
each sire, after individual deductions to 
account for foreign winnings. 


THE AVERAGE. The totals in 1947, 
as obtained in this fashion from the an- 
nual Chronique du Turf, were 2,995 start- 
ers and 406,911,757 francs distributed in 
flat races. (Steeplechasing plays a much 
more important part in French racing 
than in American, but in statistics it is 
kept separate from flat racing, as it should 
be in this country.) 

Thus the average starter on the flat in 
France last year earned 135,863.7 francs. 


This average becomes the basis of our 
attempt to measure the comparative suc- 
cess of sires in France according to the 
average-earnings index which has already 
been applied to American and English

Before the index could be used, it was 
necessary to go through the flat racing 
index of the Chronique du Turf horse by 
horse and make a tally of the number of 
starters by each sire. In making this count. 
only the sires whose get had earned a to- 
tal of as much as_ 1,400,000 frances in 
1947 were accounted for. 

After the raw material was finally in 
hand the rest was comparatively easy, if 
you don’t mind dividing and multiplying 
figures with eight to ten digits each. 


SUCCESS RATIO. Take, as an in- 
stance, *Adaris, which stands at the top 
of the alphabetical list. By my count— 
which anyone is welcome to correct if he 
wishes to spend his nights counting horses 
instead of sheep—*Adaris had 22 starters 
in 1947. Their expected earnings, based 
on the average of 135,863.7 francs each, 
were 2,989,001 francs. Actually they 
earned 3,049,350 frances, a trifle more than 
average expectancy. The ratio of actual 
earnings to expectancy was 1.020 to 1.000. 
Thus *Adaris’ rating is 1.020. Stated an- 
other way. the get of *Adaris earned 2 
per cent more than the average. 


In the average-earnings index, a rating 
of 1.000 means that the get of a sire have 
averaged as much in earnings as the aver- 
age of all starters in the period under 
study. It takes a pretty good horse to 
meet this standard and hold to it. It 
takes a genuinely good sire to maintain 
a rating as high as 1.500 (114 times the 
average) over an extended period. It is 
a matter of extraordinary merit when the 
rating is maintained above 2.000 (twice 
the average). The greatest of sires may 
be able to maintain ratings of 4.000 to 
6.000 (four to six times the average) for 
several years, but anything beyond this

ean be counted outside the normal boun- 
daries of probability, except for short 
periods or small representation. 

As in the previous presentation of the 
American and English sire lists, the horses 
with more than 20 starters have been sep- 
arated from those with 20° starters or 
fewer. The smaller the number of start- 
ers. the less dependable is the index as a 
basis for future estimates. 

It will be noted that the peaks for this 
French list are not quite so high as in the 
previously published figures on American 
and English sires. *Goya 2nd. which has 
the highest ranking in France, among the 
sires with more than 20 starters, has a rat- 
ing a little less than four times the aver- 
age. Fastnet is something more than three 
times the average. and Djebel a little less 
than three times the average. The rea- 
sons for this skewing are not immediately 
clear, but apparently they are inherent in 
the structure of the French Turf. 


TWO-COUNTRY LIST. To attempt a 
more complete interpretation a special 
compilation (Table IIL) has been made. 
In the current series on the average-earn- 
ings index, this is a new kind of exhibit. 
Since many French horses race in Eng- 
land, and a few English horses in France, 
the records for the two countries have 
been combined. wherever figures were 
available for sires represented on both 
sides of the Channel. The list is not com- 
plete, of course, but includes only such 
sires as were prominent in both countries. 

In England, Djebel’s ten starters in 
1947 won an aggregate which was 144.022 
times the year’s average earnings in that 
country, giving Djebel a rating in Eng- 
land of 14.402 (that is, 144.022 divided 
by 10). In France his 27 starters earned 
80.153 times the average, for a rating of 
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2.969 (80.153 divided by 27). These fig- 
ures can be added together to show that 
the 37 starters in the two countries 
earned, in the aggregate, 224.175 times 
the average, for a rating of 6.059 (224.175 
divided by 37). This puts Djebel where 
he belongs, among the great sires. 

In the tabulation the sires prominently 
represented in both countries have been 
arranged according to their ratings on this 
basis. 

The principal purpose of this two- 
country compilation is to illustrate how a 
part may distort one’s idea of the whole. 
Vatellor, for instance, had ten starters in 
England in 1947 and they won more than 
six times their average expectancy. At 
home in France he had 46 starters. and 
they earned a little more than the average 
of all starters in that country. The com- 
bined figures show that Vatellor’s  off- 
spring earned nearly twice their mathe- 
matical expectancy, based on 10 starters 
in England and 46 in France. 

At this point the average-earnings index 
itself does a little distorting. Some of the 
horses representing these sires raced both 
in England and France in 1947. They 
are counted in both countries, so that the 
number of starters given is larger than 
the actual number, except in the cases of 
Blue Peter and Black Devil, where there 
was no duplication. At the moment I 
have achieved no better solution to this 
problem than the arbitrary one employed 
here.

I shall sign off with a 
Many foreign countries are 
interested in selling horses abroad. In 
order that their wares may be labeled cor- 
rectly, it is highly important that they 
provide statistics which include the num- 
ber of starters representing each sire in 


each racing year. Without this item, it is 
almost impossible to evaluate the per- 
formance of sires. 

To give sire statistics full meaning, they 
should also be appraised against oppor- 
tunity. As interpreted in these studies, 
opportunity is considered in terms. of 
average earnings per horse in each year. 

The three leading sires in France in 
1947, as given in La Chronique du Turf,

Pilaster Rounds Out a Season 


Biggest race in the San Francisco area 
since the Forty-niners charged up the 
creeks and canyons will be the 144-mile 
Tanforan Handicap on December 11. Un- 
less the schedule is altered, Calumet 
Farm’s sensational Citation will meet a 
field including *Shannon 2nd, On Trust. 
Quarter Pole, See-Tee-See, and others. The 
contest will be in the best tradition of the 
Golden West—Citation will have to make 
his reputation all over again by beating 
the field the Californians will muster 
against him. No allowances will be given 
for newspaper clippings. 

Barry Whitehead, racing secretary at 
Tanforan, this week announced the weights 
for the $50.000-added race: *Shannon 2nd 
127, On Trust 124, Citation 123, See-Tee- 
See 117. Quarter Pole 112. ete. 

By this evaluation *Shannon 2nd _car- 
ries a pound above scale. Citation carries 
three above. On Trust gets in two below 
the scale. This takes care of the big three 
so far as the Whitehead ratings go. 

Citation has been getting some easy 
works since his arrival at Tanforan by rail! 
on November 16. *Shannon 2nd has been 
taking harder preps. His latest was in the 
nine-furlong San Francisco Handicap at 
Tanforan on November 25. Under 127 
pounds, same as he will carry when he 
meets Citation, he beat Stepfather (111) a 
head in 1:50 4/5, a new track record, by 
11/5 seconds. On Trust (126) was third. 
beaten about a length for first money. 

*Shannon 2nd was outrun for the first 
half mile as See-Tee-See, Tropical Day. 
and On Trust pushed each other in :47 
1/5. Jack Westrope started him moving 
ahead on the backstretch, put the heat to 
him in the stretch when he tried to lug in. 
got him up to beat Stepfather and On Trust 
in the last few jumps. The mile was cov- 
ered in 1:38. It was the sixth win from 
19 starts in the U. S. for the Australian 
horse, gave him his sixth stakes win, ninth 
stakes placing.

Another Mayer Auction Held; 
56 Head Sell for $652,650 


Los ANGELES 
Unless the research department at 
M-G-M can uncover a few facts that may 
have been overlooked. the third auction of 
Thoroughbreds by Louis B. Mayer will 
be remembered as the one in which no 
new records for anything were set. That 
in itself is news. 

There was nothing spectacular. nothing 
sensational about the sale of 52  brood- 
mares and four stallions on the night of 
November 29 under the big tent in the 
stable area at Hollywood Park. 

The 56 head sold for $652.650, an aver- 
age of $11.654. It was a good sale no mat- 
ter how you look at it. But because no 
one was stunned by a $100,000 bid or two, 
some of those among the crowd of 5.800 
regarded the evening as slightly under 
par. 

The feeling was not shared by An- 
nouncer Humphrey Finney. the Maryland 
bloodlines expert. or George Swinebroad. 
the auctioneer. They worked hard for a 
great many of their bids. but they re- 
garded the results as “very satisfactory.” 

The was dominated pretty  thor- 
oughly by horsemen from California. who 
let only eight of the Thoroughbreds get 
away from them. That is as it should be. 
for the prized bloodlines corraled by 
Mayer from all over the world are sorely 
needed here.

Busiest bidder and heaviest buyer was 
William Goetz. production chief at Uni- 
versal-International Studios, and Mayer's 
son-in-law. He spent $160.800 to keep 
ten horses in the family. including 
Thumbs Up. the Santa Anita Handicap 
winner. which topped the sale at $60.000. 

Goetz also got Miss Barbara. an 8-year-

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Report on the Jockeys’ Guild 


John P. Kelly. and general 
manager of the Jockeys’ Guild. Inc.. was 
the speaker at the Thoroughbred Club of 
America luncheon at the Lafayette Hotel. 
Lexington. on November 27. 


In a short talk, Mr. Kelly acquainted 
the club members with some facts about 
the Guild: 


Organized in May. 1940. it now has 
about 700 members. who pay $20 a year 
dues and 25 cents additional for each 
mount. About 98 per cent of the flat-race 
riders belong to it. 

One of the main problems since its or- 
ganization has been the matter of occupa- 
tional insurance. Lloyds of London has 
been the principal insurer. but an Amer- 
ican firm recently has become interested. 
However. the present policies are not 
wholly satisfactory. and the Guild will try 
a self-insurance plan for a year. It is 
hoped that the TRA will administer it. 

Another recurrent problem which the 
Guild believes is approaching solution is 
uniform contracts for apprentice riders. 
Lawyers now are at work on it. The 


Guild asserts that some horsemen 
been taking advantage of young riders 
and have been using them as poorly paid 
stable help instead of trying to give them 
an opportunity to become jockeys. — It js 
contemplated that the uniform  contrae; 
will include a clause requiring 25 per 
cent of an apprentice’s earnings to be se 
up in a trust fund for his future benefit. 

The Guild contributed $2.500 last year 
to horsemen who suffered losses during 
the swamp fever epizootic. 

The present occupational insurance poli- 
cies are to the amount of $2,000. If an 
injured jockey’s hospital and medical ey. 
penses cost more than this. the Guild pays 
the difference. 

Destitute riders of other years. not 
members of the Guild. are given financial 
help. A loan service has been set up for 
the members. 

Chief aims of the Guild are to improve 
conditions under which the members work, 
and to raise the general standards of the 
riders. 


A monthly bulletin is published.

New York Again 
Feels the Bite 


With somewhat doleful satisfaction, the 
New York State Racing Commission has 
reported a decrease in betting for the 
third consecutive year since The Bite was 


put on. 

The Bite. sometimes called the O’Dwyer 
Bite. with reference to the mayor of New 
York City. has been held mainly respon- 
sible for reduced betting in the Empire 
State. The Bite is a 5 per cent mouthful 
of the total pari-mutuel betting. It goes 
to local governments within the State. 

The New York season may be sum- 
marized like this: 196 days; $333.028.308 
bet; $22.202.155 to the State government 
(including admission taxes); $16.651.415 
to local governments; 4.400.778  attend- 
ance. 

Last year it went like this: 188 days: 
$352.624.464 bet: $23.549.779 to the 
State: $17.631.223 to the local govern- 
ments: 4.584.162 attendance. 


The only increase: eight days more 
racing. 
The decreases: attendance—183.385. 


or 4 per cent; betting—$19.596.156. or 
5.5 per cent; State taxes—$1.305.934, or 
5.8 per cent: local taxes——$979.808. or 
5.9 per cent. 

Of the total 15 per cent tax. plus break- 
age. the tracks get 4 per cent except at 
Saratoga. which gets 5 per cent. This 
year the associations got a total of $14.- 
435.317. which was 6.1 per cent below the 
$15.377.357 of 1947. The breakage goes 
60 per cent to the State and 40 per cent 
to the association except at Saratoga. 
where the split is 50-50. 

Total taken from the pools and divided 
among State and local governments and 
the race tracks was $52,322,533. This was 
$3.227.782. or 5.8 per cent, lower than 
for 1947, 

Next year the daily double will be re- 
stored. When it was last held. in 1945, it 
involved almost $22 million. 

The various local governments received 
this much in taxes: New York City, $12.- 
375,316 (decrease 3.3 per cent); Nassau 


County. $3,384,873 (decrease 12 per 
cent); Saratoga County, $891,225 (de- 


crease 8.7 per cent). 

Jamaica showed a 3.7 per cent gain in 
attendance over 1947. The other tracks 
showed minuses—-Belmont Park per 
cent, Aqueduct 5.54 per cent. Saratoga 
34 per cent. Empire City 3.27. The 
United Hunts slumped 41 per cent. Total 
attendance decrease was 4 per cent, con- 
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But 


there is a 


sidering all the tracks. 
joker: employees were not counted in the 
1947 figures; they were included in the 
1948 totals. so the decrease in paid ad- 
missions is larger than it seems. 

The New York tracks had eight days 
in 1948 with a betting total of more than 


$3 million. Last year there were 14. 
This year there were 40 days with betting 
of more than $2 million and less than $3 
million. Last year there were 54. 

This year’s report covered only two 
mimeographed sheets. in contrast to the 
summaries of other years. which exhaus- 
tively dealt with all aspects of racing. No 
figures were included on this year’s purse 
distribution. 


Report From Florida 


During the fiscal year ending June 30. 
1948. accounting for the racing season of 
1947-1948. the State of Florida received 
$13.542.407 from horse and dog tracks 
and a jai-alai fronton. This represented 
the taxes from 18 operations—four horse 
tracks. 13 dog tracks. and one fronton. op- 
erating a total of 1.318 days. The cost of 
supervision by the Florida State Racing 
Commission. which has published its an- 
nual report. was $238.743. or 1.7 per cent. 

Of the total taxes. horse racing contrib- 
uted $8.746.765. or 65 per cent. This sum 
represented $256.894 in admission taxes 
and $8.489.871 pari-mutuel taxation 
and breakage. (In Florida the State gets 
an 8 per cent mutuel tax. plus the break- 
age. The tracks get 7 per cent.) 

During the last 17 years. the commis- 
sion reported. Florida has received more 
than $74 million in taxes from such enter- 
prises as horse racing and dog racing. 
During the last three years alone the re- 
ceipts have been more than $43 million. 

Money received from these sources is 
distributed mainly to the counties for 
their general operating expenses. and to 


the old-age assistance fund. Florida 
counties during the last fiscal year re- 


ceived $83.667 each on this basis. The 
State is obliged by law to provide $33.000 
to each county from its general fund. The 


pari-mutuel tax more than covers this 
amount. 
Revenue was received from the horse 


tracks on this basis: Tropical Park $2.- 
084.014. Gulfstream Park $2.207.827, 
Hialeah Park $4.031.264. Sunshine Park 
$453.166. Under State law. recently up- 
held in court. racing dates are allocated 
on the basis of revenue produced by the 
various tracks. Hialeah Park therefore 
is allowed the middle 40 days of the race 
ing season. which is the most profitable 
period of the winter resort season. 

The commission reported the tracks’ 
shares (7 per cent of the handle) as fol- 
lows: Tropical Park $1.631.089. Gulf- 
stream Park $1.718.652. Hialeah Park $3.- 
136.435. Sunshine Park $352.140. Total 
$6.838.311. 

The report stated that about 4.500 sam- 
ples of dog and horse urine and horse 
saliva were collected during the season. 
Five positive tests were found. 


The commission recommended legisla- 


tion “denouncing the offense of book- 
making. . . . The ordinary anti-gambling 
statutes are not sufficient for this 


purpose... .” 


It also recommended that the terms of 
all the racing commissioners should not 
expire at the same time, and that terms 
should coincide with the fiscal year. end- 
ing June 30. At present all terms expire 
in January. This sometimes means. the 
commission stated. that new commissions 
take over in the middle of the racing sea- 
son. and have no opportunity to gain ex- 
perience before assuming the 
bilities of their jobs.

The State of Ohio received $478.999 in 


pari-mutuel taxes from 218 days of run- 
ning races during 1948, it is disclosed in 
a report by the state racing commission. 
Harness racing returned $5.794 over 109 
days. 

Pari-mutuel taxation in Ohio is effected 
on a sliding scale. For all practical pur- 
poses, the tax on running races may be 
computed on a basis of 3 per cent of the 
handle. The tracks keep 7 per cent, mak- 
ing a total of 10 per cent. The lower 
brackets of the sliding scale concern han- 
dles of $20.000 or less. hence apply only 
to harness races. 

Betting at the Ohio running tracks for 
218 days this year was $25.775.861. Last 
year it was $27.742.518 for 212 days. The 
decrease was $1.966.657, or 7 per cent.

Ascot Park had 38 days of racing in 
1948 compared with 19 days the previous 
year, but the handle did not increase cor- 
respondingly. Beulah Park had eight 
fewer days (36 to 44) but showed an in- 
crease of more than $700.000 in the han- 
dle. This may be explained in large part. 
no doubt. because the track operated this 
year with a totalisator, for the first time. 

Cranwood Park did not have racing in 
1947. Hamilton showed a $25.490_ in- 
crease in betting this year. North Ran- 
dall. busiest of the State’s tracks, had a 
betting increase of $441.481. River Downs 
had a decline of $1.448.817. 

Thistle Down. which had a handle of 
$7.566.288 in 1947, did not operate this 
year. To some extent its absence was 
offset by Cranwood Park, which is lo- 
cated in the same general neighborhood. 


The over-all decline probably can be 
attributed as much to the poor class of 
racing presented in Ohio as to the general 
slump observable elsewhere. This was 
especially true in the case of the River 
Downs track at Cincinnati. 


State of Louisiana 


Pari-mutuel betting declined during the 
1947-1948 winter racing season in Louisi- 
ana. but attendance gained. according ty 
the annual report of the Louisiana State 
Racing Commission. The report covered 
the fiscal year ending June 30. and ae. 
counted for racing at the New Orleans 
Fair Grounds during last winter. — This 
was the only track operating in the State. 

Betting totaled $17.919.478. This was 
a decline of $2.247,920. or 12.5 per cent, 
from the $20.167.398 of the previous sea- 
son. But attendance was up. suggesting 
that the non-profit organization now in 
charge at the New Orleans track has 
gained in public confidence. The figures 
are 420.138 paid admissions for the 75. 
day season of last winter, 309.020 for the 
previous meeting, covering the same dates 
-—Thanksgiving to early March. The gain 
was 111.118. or 40 per cent. 

The track received $1.789.961 in com. 
mission and breakage. The State and |o- 
cal governments received $775.152 in com- 
mission, $29,347 in admission tax. $5.975 
in occupational tax. and $460 in fines. To- 
tal. $810.934. Louisiana State University 
received $250.000 of the taxes. The re- 
mainder was divided one-fourth to the 
State general fund and three-fourths to 
the City of New Orleans. The money go- 
ing to the University was to be used for 
experiments in the artificial breeding of 
cattle. and for other work in cattle breed- 
ing.

Two-year-olds have held the spotlight 
during the month of November, although 
I cannot yet convince myself that we have 
seen any truly first-class horse among the 
juveniles. The Premio Chiusura, our 
beautiful weight-for-age race at seven fur- 
longs on the straight course at San Siro, 
was again an exciting contest. Valsandro. 
one of the most prominent 2-year-olds. 
won the race by two and a half lengths 
from Trevisana. which would be a lot if 
Trevisana were the same mare as twelve 
months ago.

cesses in Belgium and Spain. He was re- 
minded that Italy. as a racing country. is 
in a different category from the two men- 
tioned.

TOP 2-YEAR-OLD. The Premio Tevere 
was an even better race. as it confirmed 
the quality of Mignard. whereas Valsan- 
dro was badly employed on a course which 
he clearly disliked. The son of Domenico 
Ghirlandaio was very late at the start. did 
not appear to gear in his own action until 
after the first half mile. had a bad turn, 
came out far out in the stretch, had to 
make up a lot of ground on the outer rail. 
Mignard. on the inside. quickly came 
home with the advantage of the shorter 
route. The reason for all this may be 
that Valsandro simply dees not like the 
course of Capannelle. which, by the way. 
had been clear on the Friday morning 
during his gallop. [| cannot accept his 
performance in this race. as it is too much 
in contrast with his efficient running in 
the Chiusura. Therefore I confidently 
await the time when he will run again. 
better ridden on a more suitable course. 

This does not lessen in any way the 
value of the performance which Mignard 
very gallantly put up. The son of Tor- 
bido made a fine show of speed in the 
last furlong. and that’s what I most like 
in a race horse. He proved he can stay. 
as the race was on the mile. and he proved 
at the same time that he has final speed. 
If this is the case. then he is certainly a 
good horse. although he may not appear 


much on looks. at first glance, and I 
should like to see more of him before stat- 
ing that he is anything like a top horse. 

Final speed reminded me that he could 
not possibly have taken this feature from 
his sire Torbido or from his grandsire 
*Ortello. But since his dam, Mina da 
Siena. a beautiful and very good mare, is 
by Cavaliere d’Arpino, it is to argue 
that Mignard has the “bullet-like finish” 
of the best descendants of Havresac 2nd. 
In fact. he does not resemble the *Ortellos 
at all, but he rather has the short-coupled 
structure and the depth of the Havresacs. 
as well as their dark coat. He is rather 
on the small side. and there is nothing in 
him to suggest that he is better-looking 
than the horse at his side. The notion 
here is that Tesio should still have some 
better 2-year-old than Mignard. but that 
these are green and will have to be waited 
for. 

I forgot to say that Valsandro couldn't 
even take the second place. this going to 
the only filly in the field. Elba (Bozzetto— 
Eva, by Cavaliere d°’Arpino). who ran 
with much courage. Murghab (Arco— 
Musa) was fourth. It is now sure that 
Mignard will top the Optional (Free 
Handicap) with a slight advantage over 
Valsandro, followed by the colts Zagarolo.

It began at the end of last century when

Her foals 
were a cut above her class, and several of 
them were racehorses, not very distin- 
guished racehorses, but they could run 
fast enough to collect purses here and 
there. It was not long before this hunter 


that had never been given a name begay 
to achieve a certain reputation, and jn , 
generation or two she became known a 
“the Piersfield mare.” She was helped 
in that near Mr. Henry’s home there wag 
a beautifully bred son of Cyllene. calle 
Captivation, a much neglected sire whos 
great value was only ascertained long 
after his death. Captivation and the Piers. 
field mare founded a family that is now 
distinguished. 

Its first rise in flat racing began with 
Dark Eyes. her granddaughter. She was 
a smart 2-year-old. winning among other 
races the April Stakes at the Curragh. She 
had only a short stud career and died jn 
1926 at 12 years old. But she left 
daughter better than herself. Sweet Wall, 
by Cygnus (by Sunstar). When trained 
in Ireland by Lt. Col. A. J. Blake. at 
Heath House. Maryborough. Sweet Wall 
won 13 consecutive races in 17 starts at 
three years old, finishing her season with 
a win in the Irish Cambridgeshire carry. 
ing 130 pounds. But still the family only 
had a rather local importance. and little 
was known of it outside [reland. Sweet 
Wall’s offspring put it on the English, and 
the werld map. 

She bred Hyacinthus, winner of one of 
England’s most coveted 2-year-old stakes, 
the Middle Park, and other races, and a 
colt well up to the best of his age, now a 
successful sire. who gets plenty of patron- 
age even though he is excluded from the 
book. But the best thing for the family 
that Sweet Wall did was when she bred 
Solerina, a great stakes winner in her day. 
with top-ranking races to her credit like 
the famous Stewards Cup at Goodwood. 
Solerina was by Soldennis (by the dis- 
tinguished Tredennis. son of Kendal. who 
sired the Triple Crown winner. Galtee 
More). 

One of Solerina’s early foals was Fair 
Ina. unbeaten in her six races at two years 
and later a distinguished winner in India. 
Among others Solerina bred was Safari. 
a daughter of *Bahram who won at two 
years and at three was only beaten a head 
in the Irish One Thousand Guineas. Sa- 
fari’s first foal, named Cabot, is a winner. 
and her second is Florescent, who made 
his first appearance not long ago in the 
“Railways.” one of Lreland’s most famous 
2-year-old races. where he finished second. 
He won the next time. and on his third 
appearance a few weeks ago in the Bird- 
catcher Stakes at Naas, County Kildare. 
he gave a whirlwind performance which 
brought his owner, Major G. B. Mackean. 
a whirlwind price. 

A page could be filled with the names 
and brief summaries of the performances 
of other descendants of the Piersfield 
mare. The interesting question is what is 
the Jockey Club’s Committee going to do 
about her and her family. The fact is in- 


escapable that it is a genuinely good fam- 
ily, and equally important. an onward and 
upward family.

the last time this observer looked. ani 
apparently it has got into a_ pigeonhole. 
But the more important point is that there 
was no visible labor unrest during the sea- 
son. There were a few cases of jitters 
when Jamaica opened. but right away 
things settled down. 

The fact was. of course. that the “men- 
bers” belonged to the association in the 
sense that they were willing to share in 
any raises it could obtain, but not in the 
sense that they would pay dues. — This 
tourist is quite willing to let the affair die 
without holding a post-mortem which 
might turn up faint signs of life in the 
corpse, but apparently the stablemen just 
got tired of their toy and dropped it. The 
downward trend in betting may have had 
something to do with it, too. 


INCREASE IN CANADA 


Betting in Ontario, Canada, totaled $37.- 
368.215 during 144 days of racing in 1948. 
This was a gain of $8,334,181 over 1947, 
but there wer: 20 more racing days. 

The Ontario tracks are Long Branch, 
Woodbine, Dufferin, Thorncliffe, Hamilton, 
Fort Erie, and Stamford Park. Long 
Branch had the biggest handle—$10,815,- 
384 over 41 days. It was the biggest year 
for Ontario since 1922, when $44,000,000 
was bet. In 1921, first year for which gov- 
ernment figures were available, the total 
was $56,000,000.

Private knterprise 


And Public Zeal 


From A. E. Simpson, Cypress Park, 
British Columbia. 


Re November 6, 1948 issue. on page 
302, one Al Hardy discourses at great 
length re the members of the British 
Columbia Government “strangling racing” 
and re uninformed legislators attempting 
to “milk or bilk racing of every possible 
penny.” 

He states. “Bookmakers in downtown 
Vancouver admit it was their best season 
in 20 years.” 

He states, “Our Directors are men of 
aiblity, success, and high principles.” 

It is my opinion THE Broop-Horse 
would not wish to become involved by giv- 
ing free publicity to only one side, in a 
situation where men like Al Hardy, who 
have only a fraction of the issued shares 
in a Turf Club, are causing racing much 
disfavour by the said publicity, at the 
shareholders’ expense. 

Our legislators are no better, or no 
worse, than any elected representatives. 
We put them there. They comprise a 
fine body of clean-living. decent men. to 
my knowledge. They will not be dictated 
to by any Private Enterprise, but will be 
guided by their own dictates. 


Personally owning one-twentieth of the 
shares in Mr. Hardy’s Turf Club, I heart- 
ily disagree with his method of pleading 
racing’s case. It is much better for racing 
to show the elected representatives by 
their zeal for public welfare that conces- 
sions they ask for can be handled judi- 
cially. At any rate a Turf Club which has 
lost money for the shareholders three 
straight years running has no right to at- 
tempt to correct the world’s racing out- 
look. Better they get their own house in 
order so that they can go to the elected 
representatives with their own sharehold- 
ers and public approval. 

I am only the largest shareholder with 
no more ability, success, or high  prin- 
ciples than the elected representatives he 
so bitterly berates, but I feel that THe

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OBITUARY 


Dr. J. R. Hagyard, 


Noted Veterinarian 


In 1875. when Shorthorns were the most 
expensive darlings of cattle breeders, 
Eighth Duke of Geneva got sick at the 
farm of his owner in Clark County. Ken- 
tucky. The search for veterinary aid for 
the valuable bull led at length to a call for 
the services of Dr. Edward T. Hagyard. 
of the Ontario Veterinary College, To- 
ronto. Dr. Hagyard was impressed with 
the highly developed livestock industry of 
the Blue Grass country. and he recom- 
mended it to his second son, Dr. John R. 
Hagyard, who that year was graduated 
from the veterinary college. 

In the fall of 1875 the son came to Lex- 
ington and established a practice which 
eventually drew most of the family to 
Kentucky and made Hagyard one of the 
best-known names in the veterinary field. 

Last Sunday, November 28, Dr. John 
Robert Hagyard, 93 years old, died at his 
home, Sledmere, on the Russell Cave Pike, 
just outside Lexington. With him went 
the longest and most intimate memories 
of the noted horses which made central 
Kentucky famous as a center of Thor- 
oughbred and Standardbred breeding. 


“Dr. John” was born March 16, 1855, 
in Campbells Cross, Ontario. (He was 
a month younger than John H. Morris, 
who died last summer.) Soon after he 
set up his practice at Lexington he was 
joined by his father, a Yorkshireman who 
had been associated with the Canadian 
veterinary school since its beginning in 
1862. Later his brothers moved to the 
States, and the family tradition is now go- 
ing into the fourth generation. 

Dr. John Hagyard in the earlier part 
of his career attended the horses at Wood- 
burn Farm, Castleton. Hamburg Place. 
and Walnut Hall, among others. Many 
of the great horses of his time were among 
his patients, the long list including 
Domino, Salvator, and many other noted 
Thoroughbreds, and the Standardbreds 
Maud S., George Wilkes, Nancy Hanks, 
Harold. Moko, and scores of others. He 
was resident veterinarian at James B. 
Haggin’s Elmendorf Farm from 1897 to 
1917, except for brief intervals. 

As a breeder, Dr. John confined his at- 
tention mostly to Standardbreds. The 
first harness horse he bred became a 
champion. This was Bessie Bonehill. 
which at three established a world’s rec- 
ord of 2:05°4 for pacing mares, and later 
became a successful producer. 

Dr. Hagyard retired from active prac- 
tice in 1918, but for years afterwards was 


called in for consultation or for aid jy 
the selection of breeding stock. He wa 
among the most genial of men and ep. 
joyed life to the full until the last fey 
years, when the increasing infirmities of 
age obliged him to give up his many 
contacts. 

Mrs. Hagyard, who before her marriage 
was Miss Lulu Potts, died in 1939, D; 
Hagyard is survived by two daughters. 
Mrs. Goldman L. Burns and Mrs. Dallas 
B. Bruner, both of Lexington. His younger 
brother, Dr. Edward W. Hagyard, cop. 
tinued in practice until a few years ago, 
when illness forced his retirement. Dr. 
Charles E. Hagyard. son of “Dr. Ed.” js 
now head of the firm of Hagyard and 
Hagyard. A sister, Miss Mary Everilda 
Hagyard, and two grandchildren also sy. 
vive. Another brother, Dr. Tom Hag. 
yard, also a veterinarian, died some vaies 
ago. 

Among several nieces and nephews are 
Miss Ruth Hagyard, of the staff of Tur 
BLoop-Horse, and Mrs. Harold Fallon, 
whose husband is manager at Hal Price 
Headley’s Beaumont Farm and whose son, 
Edward Fallon, is preparing to carry on 
the family tradition in veterinary medi- 
cine.

But the total earnings given for 15 of 
these 20 leaders include earnings, small or 
large, outside of France. With the foreign 
earnings left out of consideration, the lead- 
ers, in order, are *Goya 2nd, Cor de 
Chasse, Tourbillon, Djebel. Fastnet. Black 
Devil (bred in America by William Wood- 
ward), Dadji, Prince Rose, Victrix (bred 
in’ France by Joseph E. Widener), 
Rodosto—all of which were credited with 
more than 8.000.000 franes. 

On the basis of average earnings per 
starter in France the leaders are *Goya 
2nd, Fastnet, Djebel, Victrix, Tourbillon. 
counting only the sires with more than 20 
starters during the year. 

But French and English statistics have 
become so closely interlocked as a result 
of cross-channel raiding that in some cases 
the results from the two countries must 
be combined to obtain a true picture. A 
special tabulation has been made to show 
the ranking of the sires whose get earned 
at least £2,000 in England and 1,400,000 
franes in France last year. 
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‘TALON, stakes winner from 1 1/8 miles and 
up of $270,575 in America, comes from a 
line noted for its 2-year-old ability—from a 
female line of winners in South America. 


PANTALON was top weight on the French 2- 
year-old Free Handicap at 134.4 pounds. He 
won 742,099 francs, the Grand Criterium 
(France's Futurity), Prix Omnium II, Grand 
Prix de Marseille, etc. He has sired many 
good winners in Argentina, of which *Talon 
is his outstanding colt. 


SCARAMOUCHE was an outstanding 2-year- 
old and 3-year-old in France. At two he 
won three races, including the Prix de la 
Foret, beating 3-year-old *Sir Gallahad III. 
Was sire of many successful stakes horses 
in France. 


GUETARIA produced four foals by Pantalon, 
all winners. They include Milagero, Refo, 
Guillermina, and *Talon. 


MARON was a classic winner in Uruguay,and 
Argentina of 15 races. He has sired the 
winners of over 750 races and about 3,000,- 
000 pesos. Maron's sons and daughters reg- 
ularly placed him among the leading Ar- 
gentina. His sire, St. Wolf, led the Argen- 
tine sire list four times, the broodmare sire 
list two times. 


MAUD LOTY produced two foals. The first 

was Guetaria (above), and the other was 
Maud Loty 
of the stakes winner, Matachita 
(from three starts—won Premio Well Done, 
Std in Premio Carlos Casares), the dam of 
seven winners, three of which placed in 
stakes.

With the quality of the individual horses 
considered. the Lexington fall market in 
recent years has appeared as good an out- 
let as the highly selective summer auctions 
of the Breeders’ Sales Company. There is 
a feeling in some quarters that it is even 
better. Whenever horses of high creden- 
tials have come into the fall sales, they 
have brought high prices. 

Prime example this year was the con- 
signment of John W. Galbreath’s Darby 
Dan Farms. which sold ten yearlings Wed- 
nesday night for $137.000. The average 
compared with the highest at the Keene- 
land and Saratoga summer sales, as shown 
in the following tabulation:

Dan Rice. of Chicago. bid- 
ding for the account of Mrs. Rice, dele- 
gated Edwin Janss, Jr.. of California, to 
bid up to $20,000 for him on several of the 
Darby Dan consignment. “Tll take it 
from there on,” he said. But once he took 
over before the $20,000 mark was reached. 
and raised his own bid. Even so, he got 
only one of the consignment. a Bimelech 
colt which was one of the best made and 
most substantial youngsters in the sales. 


Some of Trainer Tom B. Young’s year- 
ling purchases were for Dick Nash, of 
Chicago, son of one of the Nash Brothers 
who formerly operated Shandon Farm, at 
Lexington. Mr. Young will, as usual, op- 
erate a public stable at the Lexington trot- 
ting track this winter.

Lucullite: Knocked Out at Two, 


He Came Back to Win Stakes 


The outbreak of World War I in April, 
1917, marked an epoch in the history of 
August Belmont as an owner. Before the 
conclusion of the struggle, about eighteen 
months later. Belmont had sold Lucullite, 
Mad Hatter. and Mad Play to Samuel C. 
Hildreth and sold by auction at Saratoga 
the incomparable Man o’ War. 

Had their breeder retained possession 
of these three horses and raced them, the 
racing history of the Rancocas Stable and 
Glen Riddle Farm would have read far 
differently. 

It looked for a while in 1917 that Lu- 
cullite was the best 2-year-old in training. 
He was a very stylish looking brown colt 
by Tracery’s brother Trap Rock out of the 
Ormondale mare Lucky Lass. He was 
trained by Sam Hildreth and bred at the 
Nursery Stud by August Belmont, whose 
scarlet and maroon silks he carried in all 
of his races at two. 

He was contemporaneous with *Sun 


Briar, Papp. Tracksend, Escoba, and War 
Machine. That year in eight starts Lucul- 
lite won three races, was three times sec- 
ond, once third, and once unplaced, earned 
$12.070. 

His victories were scored in the Colo- 
rado, Juvenile. and Youthful Stakes. In 
the Great American, under 128 pounds, he 
finished second to *Sun Briar (112). 
Tracksend (125) was third. and Papp un- 
placed. This marked the first victory for 
*Sun Briar. Lucullite finished third in 
the Tremont Stakes carrying top weight, 
125 pounds, behind Gold Tassel (112) 
pounds and War Machine (115). 


His connections thought he would win 
the Hopeful Stakes, in which he was pit- 
ted against *Sun Briar and Papp. All 
had 130 pounds. But whatever chances 
he may have had were ruined at the post 
when he was kicked on the hock by Deba- 
dou. A bone was chipped. “Yonkers” 
Bennett picked a piece of the chipped bone 


away with his fingers when Lucullite 
limped back to the stable, and for a time 
it was feared he would have to be de. 
stroyed. 

After about a year on the sidelines, he 
was returned to racing after half of the 
1918 season was over. He ran seven times, 
won one race, was second in one, third jp 
one, unplaced in four, earned but $949, 
He showed a return to his best form at 
Jamaica on October 13. 1918. when he es. 
tablished a new track record of 1:11+5 for 
six furlongs under 126 pounds. It was his 
only success that year. He was sold to 
Hildreth at the end of his first season, 

In 1919, the last year he raced, he was 
out 17 times. He won nine races, was sec. 
ond in two, third in three. earned $17,137, 
His victories were scored in the Clarendon, 
Lexington, and Bramble overnight purses, 
and the Manhattan. Mt. Vernon, Aqueduct, 
and Edgemere Handicaps. He wound up 
the year the best horse in training up to 
a mile, and on occasion won at nine fur- 
longs. 

In the Manhattan, at a mile, ridden by 
Laverne Fator, carrying 130 pounds. Lu- 
cullite whipped Star Master (120) and 
Naturalist (137). running the distance in 
1:36%5. 

In the Mt. Vernon, a mile. again ridden 
by Fator, he proved he was on the upgrade 
when he defeated Old Rosebud (126) and

One of the best race horses by Pompey 
was Osculator. a bay horse foaled in 1929 
at W. R. Coe’s Shoshone Stud (now Spin. 
dletop Farm). Lexington. He was out of 
the *Polymelian mare Some More. an ex. 
cellent producer whose offspring included 
the Latonia Championship winner Pom. 
posity. the stakes winner and good _ pro. 
ducer Some Pomp, and Tenez. dam of 
Handcuff. 

In three of the depression’s lean racing 
years Osculator earned $97.460. his vic. 
tories including the National Stallion and 
Great American Stakes. the Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins. Clark. and Havre de Grace 
Handicaps. He entered the stud at Sho. 
shone in 1934. and at the dispersal of Mr, 
Coe’s Thoroughbreds in November. 1935 
was purchased for $18,000 (Pompey 
brought $20.000) by the late Emerson F, 
Woodward for his new Valdina Farms stud 
in Texas. 

After the death of Mr. Woodward in 
1943 the Valdina stock was sold to Henry 
H. Knight who quickly dispersed it by 
private sales. Osculator was bought by 
O. R. Mitchell. passed into the hands of 
J. A. Stutts. who operates a produce com- 
pany in San Antonio. This month Mr, 
Stutts reported to The Jockey Club that 
Osculator had died of intestinal paralysis 
on September 27. 

In the first 11 years the get of Osculator 
raced. 1937 through 1947. they earned 
$937.958. though he never had a_ large 
crop of foals. His stakes winners were 
Lassator.
